Board above is wired loosely to act as a brake so wire 
won't unroll too rapidly, and to keep it from jumping off the spool, 


You Can’t Afford 
To Feed Rats 


Poison And Kill Them Now Before 
They Move Away From Buildings 


Now is a good time to carry 
A out a rat-killing campaign. 
The rodents are still living around 
your buildings. As warmer weath- 
er comes, they scatter out more. 
Then it will be harder to wipe 
them out with poison. 

You may wonder if you have 
enough rats to worry about. Pos- 
sibly, according to the formula 
worked out by Harold Gunderson, 
Iowa State College extension en- 
tomologist, you have more than 
you think. 


Says Gunderson: If you 
never see a rat, but do see 
signs of them, you probably 
have from one to 100 rats; if 
you sometimes see a rat at 
night, you probably have from 
100 to 500, 


If vou see rats every night, but 
only occasionally in the daytime, 
you may have from 500 to 1,000 
rats: if lots of rats are seen at 
night and several every day, you 
may have as many as 5,000 of the 
pests on your place. 

And you can't afford to feed 
rats. A rat eats or destroys grain 
or feed equivalent to three bush- 
els of corn a vear. 

That doesn’t charge the rat for 
damage done to buildings, founda- 
tions or floors. Nor does it count 
the cost of fires caused by chewed 
wiring. 

Poultry losses and potential loss- 
es from livestock disease can alse 
be charged to rats. 

Poisoning works best if you pre- 
bait with unpoisoned meat for 
several nights. Rats thus get used 
to accepting the free meal. And it 
gives you an idea of how much 
poison you need to get good kills. 

Gunderson says you can figure 
100 rats will clean up one pound 
of bait. Ground horse-meat, fish 
or meat scraps make good bait. 

Place bait in spots frequented by 
rats. Pick up ali uneaten bait each 
morning. Put out more bait each 
night. as long as the rats clean it 
up, until you have a good idea of 
how many rats you have. 


After three or four nights of 
baiting, mix the poison in with 
the bait. You can use antu, red 
squill or barium carbonate. Thos 
are three that work well, altho 
there are others you can use. 

If there is no way you can keep 
your livestock from getting at the 
bait, use red squill. However, if 
a rat once tastes this poison and 
lives, you’ll never get him to tas 


it again. 


Antu is very effective. A 
tiny amount will kill a rat. 
But if a rat gets less than a 
deadly dose, he will be im- 
mune to it for about 30 days. 


Barium carbonate’ is odorles 
tasteless and deadly to all animal 
Treat this poison as any poison 
should be treated. 

In the chicken house, for <« 
ample, place the bait in a chick 
crate where the rats can get it and 
the chickens can’t. Pick up tl 
uneaten bait in the morning. \ 
will be able to pick up a lot 
dead rats, too. 

In about two weeks, pull 
same stunt again. Two poisoning 
campaigns should pretty well 
clean you out of rats. Get rid of 
old trash piles and junky places 
where rats can live; then they 
won't be so apt to move back.

Substitute For Good Farming Practices 


—— weed killers are 

vital to efficient weed control. 
But they are not a substitute for 
a number of good farming prac- 
tices. 

Good-quality, clean seed is the 
foundation of weed control. Clean 
cultivation and proper’ seed-bed 
preparation have an equally im- 
portant place. So does any other 
procedure that prevents weeds 
from going to seed. Finally, for 
certain weeds, smother crops are 
recommended. 

Those statements are from a 
new bulletin, “A Dird’s-Eve View 
of Chemical Weed Control.” This 
bulletin was prepared by A.. L. 
Bakke, FE. P. Sylwester and D. W. 
Staniforth, lowa State College ex- 
perts in weed control

Birdsfoot Clicks With 
Blue Grass 


Birdsfoot trefoil shows more 
promise as an Iowa pasture 
crop than any other new leg- 
gume, reports Iowa State Col- 


lege. 


H. D. Hughes, ISC agronomist, 
lists these advantages of the deep- 
rooted perennial: 

It works better as a companion 
crop to Kentucky blue grass than 
any other legume, including al- 
falfa and red clover. It also does 
well with timothy or orchard 
grass. 

It will maintain itself for years 
without reseeding. 

It is exceptionally resistant to 
heat and drouth. 

It doesn’t suffer from. over- 
grazing and can be grazed the year 
it is seeded. 

And it has as much feed value 
as alfalfa. 

Only catch right now is that the 
price of birdsfoot trefoil is high. 
But Hughes suggests you get a 
few pounds and introduce it in 
permanent blue pastures. 
Pasture it a few years, then take 
seed crop to increase its

“Tailor-Made Soaps” 


HAT do you use for washing dish 

es’ Fifteen vears ago, the answer 

would be, “Soap, of course.” But 

now you're likely to be using one of the 

new synthetic detergents The first of 
these came out in the early 1930's 

There are now so many detergents on 

the market that the housewife gives up 

and calls them all soap. But thev’re a lot 

different from soap. The correct name is 

Another name is 

Some call them “tailor 


“svnthetic detergent.” 
“wetting agent.” 
made soaps.” 

Detergents get away from that scum 
and curd you always have with soap. 
Remember the streaks vou get when you 
wash windows with soap? Or that ring 
on the bathtub? Synthetic detergents 
make no film or curd, even in hard water 

To get each cleaning job done best, it’s 
important to know which product to buy. 
Most all detergents make suds, or foam, 
but some more than others 

Mrs. Robert Herr. Story county, Iowa 
cautions about that if you have a mechan- 





ical dish-washer. With one brand of deter- 
gent she mentioned, so much suds was 
churned up that two rinses wouldn’t take 
it off 

They had had a water softener before 
they bought the dish-washer. In those 
days. Mrs. Herr generally used soap for 
the dishes. But sometimes the soft water 
would run out. 

“Then,” said Mrs. Herr, “I'd switch to 
a detergent until the water was softened 
again. The dishes dried out so much bet- 
ter with it—no wiping required.” 

Certain characteristics may cause you 
to choose between the synthetic deter- 
gents. One brand improved in popularity 
when it produced a “sneezeless” product. 
If vour water supply is soft, maybe vou’'ll 
like one without too much suds. 

Some detergents are made for special 
jobs, the same as soaps. One company. 
for instance, has a product recommended 
for glassware, dishes, milk things, fine 
fabrics and woolens. Then it makes an- 
other “heavy duty” detergent reecom- 
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mended where the family wash includes 
heavy overalls and the like. 

Synthetic detergents have revolution- 
ized cleaning of the milking machine and 
separator. Inside the tubes of the milker 
is an ideal place for bacteria to grow. You 
know what that means, especially in sum- 
mer. That’s why we used to keep the 
tubes full of a disinfecting solution. 


Soap never did work with milk. It 
forms a curd. And old-style dairy 
cleansers caused a whitish deposit 
on rubber and metal parts. But now 
you can flush the milker with a wet- 
ing agent and your worries are over. 


If the whitish deposit has already col- 
lected. you can remove it by first soaking 
the utensils in vinegar solution, then 
brushing. Here’s the formula one dairy 
equipment service Man recommended: 

To one gallon water add one quart 
white vinegar and one tablespoon deter- 
cent. This will even remove lime from a 
tea-kettle or hot-water tank, he claims. 
However. don’t soak metal milk things 
in this without watching closely. Too 
long treatment will cause the metal to pit 
or become rough. 

Once vour dairy equipment is free of 
the whitish deposit. wash immediately 
after every milking with the proper de- 


tergent. and vour scouring days are end- 


ed. You'll need to use a brush on certain 
parts. More so, if there is garget in the 
milk 

But in most cases the equipment will 
flush out clean. No oily droplets left in- 
side milk tubes—consequently, no bac 
teria can live. A rinse with boiling wate} 
This leaves equip 
ment hot, so it will dry rapidly. 

Then why will anybody continue to 
wash milk things the hard way? “Ow 
separator is at the barn, and we have

no hot water there,”’ says one. But that 
doesn’t stop Stanley Bourne, of Hardin 
county. lowa. 


He has to take out two 10-quart 
pails for milk and cream, anyway. So 
he carries these full of warm water 
from the house. Part he pours into 
a pail for scalding, and boosts up the 
temperature with a small electric 
water heater. 


Warm water and detergent are poured 
in the separator tank right after the milk 
is rinsed out. This solution is caught in a 
pail. Then spouts, discs and other parts 
are whisked thru it before scalding. 

A recent story of how one woman uses 
her electric dish-washer for the sepa 
rator has caught the fancy of some peo 
ple. But why go to all that work? The 
revolving separator bow! is its own best 
washer. 

If you must wait before giving thé 
final touches, let the bowl parts set 
the detergent solution. But never let milk 
dry on the utensils before washing.

Properly handled deep litter will 
stay dry and slow down develop- 
ment Then the chicks 
can’t get a big enough dose of the 
disease to cause trouble.
